Officers of the streetcar union 
and the Public Service Co., -meet- 
ing with city officials this after- 
noon in a second attempt to end 
the strike that has paralyzed mass 
transportation in St. Louis since 
early yesterday, remained ada- 
mant in their opposing stands on 
a new arbitration of the wage dis- 
pute. They said they had nothing 
new to offer, 

The conference opened with 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann asking 
if overnight deliberations had pro- 


duced any changes in views of the 
disputants. He was informed 
neither the union nor the company 
had budged, the former insisting 
an arbitration award on wages 
was “illegal” and the company 
contending the award was binding, 
it was reported by Fred Hume 
Jr., the Mayor's secretary. 

Apparently the only hope for an 
early settlement lay in a proposal 
drafted by the United States Con- 
eiliation Service. Conciliation Com- 
missioner Nicholas Fillo attended 
the erence to present this 
plan, details of which were 
disclosed. 


After discussing the proposal 
with Fillo before the meeting, 
the Mayor said the plan “has pos- 
sibilities.” Fillo declared, “It’s 
only a on. It might work 
out and it might jot.”

The only definite move toward 
ending the walkout was the plan 
Grafted by Federal conciliators, 
Otherwise, no progress had been 
made. In voting to walk out, the 
streetcar operators, bua drivers 
and maintenance men indicated 
they were prepared for a long 
strike.

Some of 273 Families 
With Incomes Above 
Permissible Limit to

Action to evict 273 families

begun by the St. Louis Housing 


| Authority, it was learned today. 


Families to be given notice to va- 
cate are those with incomes above 
the level set for these public mass- 
housing projects, which were built 


to h low-income families, 

Highér income families, mostly 
families of war workers, had been 
allowed to live at such projects 
as an emergency measure during 
the war, The Federal Public 
Housing Authority, which built 
the two St. Louis projects, re- 
cently has been subject to Con- 
gressional criticism because high- 
er income families continue to 
live in FPHA-built projects. 

St. Louis Housing Authority 
commissioners took action to evict 
the families after the FPHA had 
issued a directive ordering such 
action, General Housing Manager 
Sherman E. Butler disclosed. He 
said eviction notices will not be 
sent to all families at once, but 
eventually such notices will be 
sent to 188 families at the Pea- 
body project and 85 at Carr 
Square. 

The first of such notices are 
to go out immediately. Families 
will be given six months in which 
to find new quarters. There are 
657 familids at the Peabody proj- 
ect, Grattan street and Chouteau 
avenue, and 658 at Carr Square, 
which is for Negroes, at Fifteenth 
and Carr streets, 

Both family income figures, 
used as the basis for eligibility, 
and rental rates have been revised 
upwards since the end of the war. 
A family now may be admitted 
to the project if it has an income 
no higher than $1800 a year, and 
may stay until] its income passes 
$2500 a year. Rental rates for 


such families. vary between $11/| 


and $35 a month. 

Higher income families which 
have been allowed to remain in 
the projects have been charged a 
higher rent, up to $44.75 a month. 
As a part of the effort to secure 
space at the- projects for lower 
income families, Butler said rents 
for ineligible families will be in- 
creased to the OPA ceiling—up to 
$50.75 a month. 

Butler said there is now on 
hand a waiting list of several 
hundred families whose incomes 
fall below the maximums set for 
the projects.

He wants this 
committee to determine how much 
aid for rehabilitation this country 
may safely and wisely give “to 
prevent social and economic col- 
lapse in many parts of the world.” 

“We need a total balance sheet,” 
he cautioned, . 

On his own initiative, the influ- 
ential Michigan Republican adopt- 
ed the idea of Bernard M. Bar- 
uch, who as early as 1945 assert- 
ed the smperative need of such a 
comprehensive study of our own 
assets and liabilities and the prob- 
able requests for aid we would get 
from our former allies and even 
our former enemies. Nothing was 
done about this, although Senator 
Harry F. Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
urged the Presideat this year to 
appoint Baruch head of a group to 
make the vital survey.

TRUMAN SIGNS 
PEACE PACTS, HITS 
OPPRESSION’ RULE 


Says Governments in 
Hungary, Romania and 
Bulgaria Disregard 
Will of People. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (UP) 
President ‘Truman, signing the 
United States ratifications of the 
treaties -with Hungary, 


Romania, and Bulgaria, charged 
today that the present govern- 
ments of those, nations not only 
have disregarded ithe will of the 
people but have resorted to op- 
pressive .measures against them. 

He also signed the ratification 
of the treaty with Italy, but dealt 
kindly with the Italian Govern- 
ment. 

In a statement, the President 
said: 

“At the time of ratification of 
the treaties establishing peace 
with Hungary, Romania and Bul- 
garia, I feel I must publicly ex- 
press regret that the governments 
of those countries not only have 
disregarded the will of the ma- 
jority of the people but have 
resorted to measures of oppres- 
sion against them. 

“Ever since the liberation of 
those countries from the Nazi 
yoke and the commitments under- 
taken by the three Allies at 
Yalta, I had hoped that govern- 
ments truly representative of the 
people would be established there. 
Such governments do not exist to- 
day in those three countries. 

“It is, however, in the interest 
of the Hungarian, Romanian and 
Bulgarian peoples td terminate 
the state of war which has ex- 
isted between their governments 
and the United States for over 
five years.. 

“The establishment of peace 
will mean that all occupation 
forces (not including Soviet units 
needed to maintain lines of com- 
munication to the Soviet zone in 
Austria) will be withdrawn from

lowa Weather Forecaster 
Says 100-Mile Stretch 
Below Keokuk Wil] Be 
Engulfed. 


The 100-mile stretch of the Mis- 
sissippi river between Keokuk, Ia., 
and Louisiana, Mo., will be rav- 
aged by the greatest flood in its 
history by the end of next week, 


the United States Weather Bureau 
at Burlington, Ia., predicted today. 

The forecast, based on torren- 
tial rains which poured down up- 
on the already water-soaked farm 
lands of south central and eastern 
Iowa last Thursday, was made as 
the crests of the ‘irst floods of 
the Mississippi and Missouri riv- 
ers reached the St. Louis area. 

The Mississippi river at St. 
Louis had reached 36.5 feet at the 
levee today and was not expected 
to rise more than another tenth 
of a foot. Flood stage on the 
Mississippi is 30° feet. 

The Missouri, which floods at 25 
feet at St. Charles, was cresting 
there at the 32.2 foot mark, 

Torrents on Way. 

Chester O. Tucker, in charge of 
the Government Weather Bureau 
at Burlington, said the new flood 
would arise as the network of 
streams collecting water from most 
of the eastern half of Iowa and 
southern Minnesota bottleneck 
their torrents into the Mississippi 
in the Keokuk, Quincy, Il., Louis- 
jana area. He forecast a crest 
almost two feet above the 23.87- 
foot record reached at Quincy last 
Sunday. ‘ 

“I realize these stages I am pre- 
dicting are extreme,” he said, “but 
I have every reason to believe I 
am justified. I am giving plenty 
of warning so that every prepara- 
tion can be taken by those en- 
dangered.”

the wreckage from a smal] search 
plane. 

“It looks as though it exploded 
and was torn all to pieces,” he 
said. The wings are imbedded 
in the mountain. 

As for survivors, Franklin said, 
“I don’t see how there could be.” 

Rescue parties were making 
their way through the brushy, 
rugged country to the scene, but 
it was expected to be hours before 
they could reach there and return. 
The site was about 65 miles from 
Washington, D.C, in a general 
westerly direction. This would be 
near Hillsboro, Va. 

The crash scene is roughly 300 
yards from the very tip of the 
mountain, and maps place it just 
within the West Virginia line. It 
is directly on the radio beam be- 
tween Martinsburg, W. Va., and 
Washington. 

“If it had been 100 feet higher,” 
said E. D. Morris, a pilot who 
flew over the wreckage, “it prob- 
ably would have cleared the 
crest.” P 

The ship, flying from Chicago 
to Washington on a murky, rain- 
swept course, went silent late yea- 
terday after making a routine ra- 
dio exchange with a station at 
Martinsburg. 

Hundreds Join in Search. 

As the hours passed without fur- 
ther word, hundreds of men were 
enlisted in a night ground search 
throughout this area on the Vir 
ginia-West Virginia border. 

At daybreak, as these parties 
still searched the hills, Franklin 
took off in a light plane from 
Winchester, Va., and found the 
airliner by following its normal 
course. 

The big ship was a four-engine 
Plane of the type known to com- 
mercial flyers as a DC-4. Like 
two other planes which crashed 
with heavy loss of life in the last 
16 days, it was a former Army 
plane—a military C-54 converted 
to civilian use. 

Forty-three persons died May 29 
after a fiery crack-up of a similar 
pone taking off from LaGuarda 

eld, New York. The next day 
another plane of the same type 
crashed near Port Deposit, Md., 
killing 53. 

Investigations of both those 
crashes still are under way. Some 
indications developed that a struc- 
tural failure in the tail assembly 
caused the Port Deposit disaster 
and the Army and Navy ordered 
their C-54s temporarily grounded 
pending inspection of this assem- 
bly.

OBSERVER TELLS. 
OF FLYING OVER 
~ SCENE OF WRECK 


Survival ‘Appeared Im- 
possible’ in ‘Burned- 
out Mass’ — Rubble 
tered 200 Yards. 


By EUGENE B. DODSON 

LEESBURG, Va., June 14 (AP) 
—A burned-out mass of wreckage 
—a dark scar across the green 
slope of a Blue Ridge mountain— 
marks the spot where a huge 
Capital Airlines plane crashed 
and burned last night with 50 
persons aboard. 

I flew over it this morning 
with E. D. Morris, Arlington 
(Va.) pilot. As we flew by, bare- 
ly 50 yards away, it appeared im- 
possible that any of the 47 pas- 
sengers or crew of three could 
have survived, 

There was no sign of life in 
the area. ? 

ttered Wreckage. 

The charred wreckage of the big, 
four-engine plane was scattered 
some 200 yards through a thick 
second. growth of scrub trees. An 
area that long and some 50 yards 
wide was burned. out. : 

From the air, only a few pieces 
of the plane could be seen to have 
resisted the force of the impact 
and the holocaust that apparently 
followed, 

Toward the center of the dark, 
rock-sprinkled gash on the moun- 
tain side stood a single section 
of the plane’s tail assembly—a 
lone gentinel amidst the rubble of 
ashes and wreckage. 

We.could make out the letters 
“ITAL” on one side. 

A little farther down the slope, 
we saw what appeared to be a 
section of a wing—pointing to the 
sky like a collapsed signboard— 
and bearing the word “CAPITAL.” 

In the plane with Morris and me 
was Associated Press Photogra- 
pher Henry Griffin. 

Location Unknown at First, 

When we took off, we did not 
know the -wreckage had been 
sighted a short time before by 
James Franklin, maintenance di- 
rector of Capital Airlines. We 
were looking for it without knowl- 
edge where it was. 

We had circled the cloud-capped, 

ountains for more than an hour 
before we bumped through a rain- 
swept valley and rounded a lofty 
mountain rising to the southwest 
from the Shenandoah valley. 

As we flew along the brow of 
the mountain, at around 1500 feet, 
Morris shouted and pointed. 

“There it is,” he said and 
swerved the small plane directly 
toward the crest. We passed over 
the scene, watching intently for

Downtown department stores 
reported a business drop of from 
30 to 40 per cent yesterday, due 
to the strike, and predicted that 
business would be even worse 
today. 

The stores, which normally close 
at 5:15 p.m., shut their doors half 
an hour earlier yesterday to per- 
mit employes to get home at a 
reasonable hour. A similar. early 
closing time was planned for to- 
day. 

Restaurant operators catering 
to downtown shoppers reported a 
business drop similar to that of 
the stores, but those serving office 
workers were affected little. Out- 
lying establishments, whose pa- 
trons ordinarily use automobiles 
or live nearby, suffered minimum 
losses 


Downtown and midtown thea- 
ters reported business fell off from 
20 to 80 per cent and attributed 
the decrease directly to the tran- 
sit strike. The ticket-seller at one 
midtown theater which refunds 
parking charges to customers said 
that almost every ticket purchaser 
presented a parking stub for a 
refund. Normally the percentage 
is only about half. ; 

Tavern owners downtown re- 
ported their business yesterday 
had dropped to half the normal 
amount. Neighborhood operators, 
however, enjoyed normal or “even 
a little better than normal” busi- 
ness, J. Miles Beach of the St.

TRUMAN TO ACT 
MONDAY ON BILL 
TO REDUCE TAAES 


House Plans to Override 
Expected Veto—Mes- 
sages on Labor Measure 
Top 500,000. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
The White House announced to- 
day that President Truman will 
act “sometime Monday” on the tax 
reduction bill. 

He will send a message to Con- 
gress, a secretary said, regardless 
of whether he vetoes or signs the 
measure. 

Truman has until Monday mid- 
night to act. Unless he acts by 
then, he bill .automatically will 
become law.

He gave no inkling either of his 
intentions toward the less imme- 
diate problem of the Taft-Hartley 
labor bill, on which he is known 
to have received conflicting ad- 
vice from his counselors. 

Republican leaders in the House 
were so confident Truman would 
reject the tax measure—he has 
until Monday midnight to act— 
that they went ahead with plans 
for a vote Tuesday on a motion to 
override. This would be followed 
by a similar attempt a day later 
in the Senate, where chances for 
success are considered poor. 

As for his decision on the labor 
bill, which he must approve, re- 
ject or permit to become law with- 
out his signature by Friday mid- 
night, most members of Congress 
professed to be in the dark, 

The Debate Goes On. 

As the Chief Executive returned 
to the capital, the big debate over 
the controversial bills had reached 
the boiling point. 

Chairman Taft (Ohio) of the 
Senate Republican policy commit- 
tee, in a radio address, said there 
was “no sound reason” why Tru- 
man should veto the tax bill. 

“The New Dealers in the Admin- 
istration,” Taft asserted, “don’t 
want to reduce taxes because they 
figure that, if less money is col- 
lected from the people, in the 
long run the New Dealers will 
have less money to spend.” 

Taft said he believed Secretary 
of the Treasury Snyder opposed 
the measure because he wanted 
“to pile up a huge surplus in 1947 
available for a tax cut just before 
the 1948 election.” 

. Republican leaders have conced- 
ed they would have a tough time 
getting the Senate to override a 
tax bill veto. Democratic Leader 
Barkley (Kentucky), told report- 
ers he thought the Senate would 
uphold the President but dis- 
claimed any hint of what Truman 
would do. 

Hartley’s Broadgast. 

Meanwhile Chairman Hartley 
(Rep.), New Jersey, of the House 
Labor Committee, co-author of the 
labor bill, said in another broad- 
cast that John L. Lewis “is going 
to call the United Mine Workers 
on strike—make no mistake about 
that.” Unless the labor bill be- 
comes law, Hartley said, the Gov- 
ernment “will be powerless to deal 
with Mr. Lewis.”

The world will hardly think too highly 
of the United States's leadership in the freeing 
of trade everywhere if it cannot correct a dan- 
gerous trade unbalance and avert trade war with 
its nextdoor neighbor.

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Traitor at the Bar

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Two Steps Forward 

The new schedule of teachers’ salaries which 
the Board of Education is placing in effect as of 
July 1 puts St. Louis in the front rank of Ameri- 
can cities in the treatment of teachers... The 
new salaries range from $2400 to $4500 a year, 
replacing a scale of from $1700 to $4100. Also, 
in.the new schedule the maximum is reached in 
12 rather than 17 years. — 

The new salary schedule will be paid next year 
without any increase in taxes. If state and city 
taxes ‘continue with a good yield, no new rev- 
enué may be required for this purpose for some 
The increased salaries will help attract bet- 
ter teachers. They will have this effect much 
more because the School Board for the first time 
will not restrict employment in the elementary 
schools to graduates of the local teachers’ col- 
leges. Next Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
the School Board holds its first examinations 
for the selection of elementary teachers who 
didn’t train at Harris or Stowe Teachers’ Col- 
leges. The schools should get the best teachers 
which the new salaries can attract.

The raven is the recipient of some unusually 
kind remarks from the Smithsonian Institution, 
which credits it with the sagacity more frequent- 
ly attributed to the owl. “ Not only is the raven 
wise, says the Smithsonian, it is also articulate.

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No Time for Dallying 

Mayor Kaufmann’s excuse for officers of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co, and representatives 
of its striking bus and streetcar operators is 
pretty weak when a great metropolitan area is 
without transportation for the second day. The 
Mayor said the negotiators were tired and worn 
out.

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_ Up to New Tricks 

State Senator R. Jasper Smith has done an 
odd job for the small loans lobby, wrapping up 
the slickest parliamentary trick of this legisla- 
tive session. 

Both chambers of the Legislature had passed 
a measure subjecting small loan companies to 
firm state regulation. The bill would have re- 
quired them to file thorough data so the state 
could properly assess their profits on lending 
operations. 

Results might have been highly interesting. 
The small loan outfits have complained that the 
present 8 per cent interest rate keeps the wolf 
at their doors, but the doors are still open. How 
are they doing? 

But the lobbyists did not fight the bill too 
hard. Evidently they thought it was the price 
they might have to pay for a second measure, 
which would have let lenders charge up to 26.88 
per cent interest. One bill was a kind of bribe 
for the other, all in behalf of usury. 

The lobbyists were almost, but not quite, un- 
done by their.cleverness. Gov. Donnelly vetoed 
the proposed interest rates as exorbitant, which 
they were. Yet it seemed he might sign the 
regulation bill. } 

Up rose Senator Smith to save the day. Just 
six Senators were in technical session, to permit 
legislative signing of bills headed for the Gov- 
ernor. On a neat procedural motion, Mr. Smith 
called for recénsideration of the regulation bill 
and asked that it be tabled. It was. 

The Senator had voted for the measure, but 
he was not daunted by inconsistency. There was 
no quorum present, but nobody raised the ques- 
tion. So no further action seems likely until 
the next session in January.

ROME. 
In Greece and Turkey, American aid 
aims at preventing the Communists from 
seizing power illegally. In Italy, American 
aid is directed against preventing the Com- 
munists from seizing power legally. 


This salient fact has now become clear 
to all Italians from the most active Com- 
munist to his equally vigorous rival on the 
farthest right. It is around this quastion 
of American aid that Italian political ma- 
neuvering on the part of all parties is now 
revolving to an increasing degree. 


Convinced that only quick American help 
can bring success to their desperate gam- 
ble in excluding Communists and Socialists 
from the new regime, Premier Alcide de 
Gasperi’s Christian Democrats are await- 
ing Washington's assistance with obvious 
anxiety. 

On the other side, left-wing opposition 
is just as clearly laying its plans to make 
sure that this help, when it comes, will 
not have sufficient effect upon Italy to 
insure success of the new Government. 
For it is now clear that Italy's long post- 
war crisis between parties and issues has 
now come to a head and that this country 
is passing through a very dangerous mo- 
ment. 

Never since the first moment of libera- 
tion has Italy been so split by any fact as 
it is today, and every indication is that 
this cleft is widening hourly, 


Between Left and Right’ 


Simply put, Italy is now divided between 
two resolute groups. 
Christian Democrats who have 
final anti-Communist stand and look to 
the Vatican and United States for the help 
necessary to make this policy succeed. 


On the left are the Communists and left- 
wing Socialists with their iron grip* on 
Italy's tightly organized 6,000,000 workers. 
Whereas the Christian Democrats are look- 
ing to outside sources for help, the left 
wing is basing its campaign upon skillfully 
leading these workers to a point where 
they will undertake anything to protect 
what they are being told is their highest 
interest. 

Between these two groups is another 
great mass of Italians who are leaderless 
and who are confused and anxious at what 
is happening to their war-impoverished 
country.

So far as can be learned, the new regime 
will concern itself chiefly with digging into 
the mountain of economic and financial 
problems facing this country.

If the Christian Democrats can succeed 
in halting inflation and in bringing fam- 
ily income more into line with living costs, 
while at the same time not playing into 
the hands of the opposition through some 
foolish mistake, there is a chance that the 
present Government may succeed. 


But if it cannot do these things and if 
the left wing is given a good campaign is- 
sue, many a neutral observer here believes 
that the next elections will see Italy choose 
a Communist-Socialist majority, 


Hot Words, Little Action 


For their part, left-wing parties are feel- 
ing their way carefully. Although they 
have begun a violent verbal campaign 
against Premier de Gasperi, carried on in 
their newspapers, through street posters 
and through public mass meetings, they 
have so far carefully refrained from any 
concrete action. Nor is any such action 
on the left’s part expected immediately. 


It is generally believed that the Commu- 
nists and Socialists will confine themselves 
for the moment to criticizing Signor de 
Gasperi while waiting to see what he does. 
This policy is seen as a wise one in view 
of the general recognition that Italian vot- 
ers are still swinging leftward, and that 
the left would be foolish to do anything 
which might frighten them away. 

On the other hand, the left isn’t above 
making a few very clear threats of what 
it could and might dod if so disposed. One 
such warning has just been given by Giu- 
seppe di Vittorio, Communist labor boss, 
when he told the first national congress 
of the Genera] Italian. Confederation of 
Labor that the “nerve centers of the na- 
tion are in our hands.” 

This was no idle boast, nor is there any 
doubt but that the Communists are now 
in virtual control of this one all-important 
labor organization. 

In fact, the Christian Democrats control 
but 9 per cent of the delegates to this con- 
gress, which speaks for 6,000,000 organized 
workers. To some extent, this puts them 
and their new Government at the mercy 
of the Communists.

“Want a. Home? Then Build It t of 
Earth,” is the title of an article in re- 
cent issue of Coronet magazine. Hartley 
Howe, author of the pfece, describes how 
one Californian built such a house 24 by 
26 feet, with four rooms and running wa- 
ter for $400 and 900 hours of his own labor. 

Howe points out that the “Hill Top 
House” in Washington, D. C., built by this 
primitive method in 1773, “proved too tough 
to be torn down.” Such earth walls are 
built of a natural insulating material pro- 
tecting occupants against extreme heat and 
cold. 

The same advice is given by Grace Ver- 


non, writing in Liberty magazine, under 
the title “Why Not Build a Mud House?” 
She built one for $500 in the hills of India. 
It resisted attacks by termites, torrential 
rains and 100-degree changes in tempera- 
ture. Such homes, despite the inclement 
climate of that country, are good for a 
century, she reports. 

As we see it, all you have to do is buy 
a lot on clay ground, excavate the cellar, 
and use the excavated clay to build your 
walls.

Between Book Ends 


Mann and Man 


ESSAYS OF THREE DECADES by Thomas Mana. (A. A, 
Knopf, New York.)

Here is additional proof, if any were 
needed, of the position of Thomas Mann 
as one of the foremost men of letters of 
our time. These 16 essays by the author 
of “Buddenbrooks,” “The Magic Moun- 
tain” and the tetralogy, “Joseph and His 
Brothers” are described as non-political. 
They deal with Goethe, Wagner, Tolstoy, 
Lessing, Schopenhauer and lesser known 
German figures such as Kleist, Platen 
Chamisso and Theodore Storm and were 
written or delivered as lectures from 1910 
to 1939. 

It is an indication of Mann’s humanism 
that in discussing creative artists he, time 
and time again, returns to the political as 
well as the sociological and psychological 
implications and overtones of their lives 
and works. 

> * * 

This collection of essays, none of them 
new, is as fine an answer to the anti- 
humanity of our day as has been made 
by anyone. Mann’s learning, sensitivity 
and intellectuality, all brilliantly evident 
in these essays, are combined to produce 
his own brand of humanism, a humanism 
devoid of pedantry, sentimentality or ob- 
scurantism. 

The poet and man of letters, Mann says 
in Goethe's Career as a Man of Letters, 
has two strong forces working in him, his 
senses and his idea of human dignity, that 
is, sensuality and dignity. As an artist 
he recognizes the necessity for expressing 
experience in the purest, most enchanting 
and worthiest form. 

Mann goes on to define a man of letters, 
and he might be defining himself, as an 
educator who has been strangely educated, 
whose education goes hand and hand with 
his inner battle, an interweaving of the 
inner and outer world, a simultaneous 
wrestling with the ego and the outer 
world, 

Educating others, on the assumption of 
the perfectness of one’s own ego, is pothing 
but pedantry. But the other form of 
education, that of interweaving of the 
inner and outer world with its concom- 
mitant self-discipline and self-control, a 
critical and not purely emotional attitude, 
Mann calls the wrestling with an extended 
ego, that is, the nation. 

* * * 

Mann has his likes and dislikes but 
they are not whimsical or unfounded. He 
says of Kleist’s Amphitryon with perfect 
sincerity and good humor that he consid- 
ers it the wittiest, most charming, the most 
intellectual, the profoundest and most 
beautiful theater piece in the world. 

On seeing it again after many years 
he writes, “I knew that I loved it—now 
praise God, again I know why.” And 
proceeds to tell us why. The bliitheness 
of its mysticism and the warmth of its 
humor are incomparable. Mann’s descrip- 
tion of it makes us want to turn to it 
immediately and search for the things 
that he so much enjoyed.

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Russia Reaches for the Atom 


ITHIN six to 18 months our newspapers will blossom with 
large black headlines on this order: “Soviets Say They Have 
Atom Bomb.” That is the growing belief of those whose duty 
it is to follow the course of atomic development here and abroad. 
This is the weight of information in confidential files. It is also 
confirmed by almost everything that happens before the public gaze. 


Andrei Gromyko’s latest state- 
ment on atomic control must be 
taken as a bit of evidence point- 
ing in that direction? There is 
nothing new in 
what Gromyko 
said. He gives” 
every evidence 
of desiring to 
filibuster in 
order to delay a 
final decision by 
the United Na- 
tions Atomic 
Energy Commis- 
sion. 

At one point 
in the year-long 
debate, Gromyko 
came close to 
approving the Acheson-Lilienthal- 
Baruch proposal for an interna- 
tional inspection authority with 
final control over atomic energy 
development. Then, six months 
later, he seemed to shut the door 
on the kind of international in- 
spection essential in any real sys- 
tem ot control. 


Full of Loopholes. 


His third and latest position is 
roughly halfway between the 
other two. It seems to declare 
for inspection. But when the 
statement is closely examined, the 
inspection is seen to be so lim- 
ited and circumscribed as to be 
more or less meaningless. The 
statement is full of loop holes big 
enough to drop an atom bomb 
through. Paragraph B of Section 
7 says: 

“Signatory states to the conven- 
tior of the prohibition of atomic 
weapons must have a right to 
carry on unrestricted scientific 
research activities in the field of 
atomic energy directed toward 
discovery of methods of its use 
for peaceful purposes.” 

A fine declaration of noble in- 
tention which, in the present con- 
dition of the world, no nation 
would accept. The Gromyko 
statement clings to sovereignty 
over the atom. 

The Acheson - Lilienthal-Baruch 
proposal went a fairly long way 
toward surrendering national sov- 
ereignty in this connection. Many 
have said hope‘ully that it repre- 


sented the beginning of a world 
state. Or, at any rate, the Ameri- 
can plan was the first timber in

After Sept. 1, there will be an 
effort to get agreement on a final 
report by the commission contain- 
ing recommendations to be sub- 
mitted to the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil.

These disagreements have be- 
come commonplace, They have 
come to be accepted as part of 
the scenery of the United Nations.

Stalin Awaits a Slump. 


It is well known that Stalin, 
(witness his interview with Mr. 
Stassem) is extraordinarily inter- 
ested in the chances of an Ameri- 
can deflationary slump. But there 
are others besides Stalin. Just re- 
centiy The London Economist, 
which is very close indeed to 
the mainsprings of British gov- 
ernmental and private finance, 
was discussing the problem which 
Mr. Acheson broached in his Mis- 
sissippi speech and Mr, Marshall 
at Harvard—the problem of the 
balance of payments, and the im- 
pending shortage of dollars as the 
American credit is exhausted. 

“The balancing of the British 
accounts.” it said, “will some day 
be powerfully assisted by a turn 
in the world conjuncture. 

“There is every reason to expect 
before long a fall in the world 
prices of primary products—espe- 
cially of foodstuffs, but also of 
many raw materials—that will be 
second in sharpness only to those 
of 1921 and 1931. | 

“Not only will Britain gain in 
relative prices but there will also 
be a great gain in the availability 
of supplies. This will not make 
low costs and high quality of Brit- 
ish export goods, or aggressive 
salesmanship in disposing of them, 
any less necessary. But it wil 
bring the solution of *the problem 
of the balance of payments well 
within the range of possibility.” 


Dollar Deficits Grow. 


Nevertheless, by next year, at 
the present rate of expenditure, 
the exhaustion of Britain's capac- 
ity to pay in dollars will be near 
at hand. The same will be true 
of almost all our customers. For 
the outer world as a whole is now 
incurring a deficit of one billion 
dollars a month. It is covering 
that deficit with loans, credits 
and gifts from this country and 
it is using up its remaining gold 
and dollar balances at the rate of 
nearly five billions a year. 

Quite clearly, this cannot go on 
much beyond next year unless we 
supply new funds to keep it go- 
ing. If we do not, our exports 
will be cut at least in half. 

There are also powerful defla- 


N the argument abou prices, which has been cooked up to cele- 
brate the end of the legislative session and the opening of the 
presidential campaign, both Mr. Truman and Mr. Taft took the 


tionary forces in operation here 
at home which, despite offsetting 
forces such as the expansion of 
real estate mortgages and _ per- 
sonal loans and consumer credit, 
are likely in the end to prevail. 


As the monthly letter of the 
National City Bank of New York 
says: “The Government’s net drain 
on spending power”’—its deflation- 
ary influence on the national 
economy—“has been a good deal 
heavier than is indicated by the 
amount of the budget surplus. 
This comes about, first, because 
cash income is regularly much 
greater than ‘net receipts’ under 
the budget, and, secondly, because 
actual cash outgo is frequently 
_ than total budget expendi- 
ures. 


A Drain on Spending. 


Thus in the first four months 
of this year, the Government cash 
income exceeded its cash outgo 
4.4 billions, which is at the 
rate of 13 billions a year. 

When we remember that during 
the war the Government inflated 
spending power by 35 to 50 bil- 
lions each year, and that now it 
is deflating spending power at 
the rate of 13 billions, there can 
be little doubt that the main in- 
fluence is deflationary, and that 
sooher or later we shall see its 
effects. | 

These things are all very com- 
plicated but, as we look ahead to 
next winter, it will be useful to 
bear these two gteat facts in 
mind. We have an export surplus 
of a billion dollars a month and 
we have in our Government fi- 
nance a net drain on spending 
power of another billion dollars 
a month. 

If you add the two together, 
assuming that Congress refused 
to support Secreta Marshall's 
proposals, we shall operating 
our economy with a deflation of 
about 25 billiohs a year acting 
upon prices, profits and employ- 
ment. 

That is a lot of deflation, quite 
enough to produce conditions al- 
together different from those 
which Mr. Truman and Mr. Taft 
have been talking about.

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TESTIMONY ThA 
AMERICAN SPOKE 
ON BERLIN RADIO 


Nazi, Born in U.S., Is Wit- 
ness Against Douglas 
Chandler in Treason 


Trial.

BOSTON, June 14—A young 
American-born Nazi testified yes- 
terday at the treason trial of 
Douglas Chandler that he saw the 
former Baltimore newspaper man 
speaking into a microphone in the 
Berlin studios of the German 
Broadcasting Corp. during the 
war, 

The witness, Edward Vieth Sit- 
tler, who was born in Delaware, 
O., and who became a member 
of the Nazi party and a German 
citizen after Germany entered the 
war, is the ‘irst eye-witness to 


testify to what the Government 
contends was an “overt act.” 
Under the Constitution, the direct 
testimony of two eye-witnesses to 
an overt act is needed to convict 
a person of treason. 


Sittler, a slender, tlond man of 
30, who was a translator in the 
“United States zone” of radio 
Berlin, also described 14 other 
acts committed by Chandler which 
the Government declares were 
overt. The witness testified that 
his wite, Margaret, was present 
with him on most of the occasions 
and it is expected that she will 
be the second witness used by the 
Government to support his testi- 
mony. 

Sittler said he faces trial in Ba- 
varia “not for being a Nazi but 
for the offense of becoming a 
German citizen.” The _ Sittlers 
have four children who were 
brought to this country with them 
for the duration of the trial. 


Cites Chandler Acts. 


Sittler, who described himself 
as a personal friend, detailed the 
“acts” he saw Chandler perform 
as follows: 


“Mr. Chandler and I criticized 
the management of the German 
radio—which led to our suspen- 
sion for several months. Later 
we both met with Karl Shotte, 
director of the United States zone 
and asked why we were suspended 
and put forth our recommenda- 
tions ‘for improving the _ short 
wave service to foreign countries. 

“Mr.fChandler came to my home 
with a Mr. Gagnon, another radio 
director,*and we again discussed 
the technical flaws in the radio 


‘service. ; 


“Later—this was all in 1943—we 
met officials of the German Gov- 
ernment at the Hotel Adlon and 
presented our recommendations to 
them. Chandler told them that 
some of the poor radio service 
might be more than just ineffi- 
ciency. . . . That someone might 
be interested in creating undesir- 
able broadcasting conditions.” 

Sittler identified one of the of- 
ficials as a man named Zeitler, “a 
rather high civil servant in the 
Reich Security office.” The Se- 
curity office, it was explained, 
was “a super division of the Ges- 
tapo.” ; 

As a result of the conferences, 
he said, both he and Chandler 
were put back on the air by Horst 
Cleinow, who also will be a wit- 
ness, and who was a director of 
Radio Berlin. 

Tells of Visits. 

Sittler also testified that Chan- 
dier visited German “personali- 
ties,” interviewed them and tran- 
scribed the interviews for broad- 
cast to America, Besides this, he 
said, Chandler used information 
from the German propaganda of- 
fice in his commentaries. Chan- 
dler often complained, he testified, 
that his salary as a commentator 
was held up; once for three 
months. He kept complaining, 
Sittler said, until the payments 
were made. 

“Chandler used the typewriter 
in my room in July 1944, and dis- 
cussed with me the script he was 
writing,” Sittler testified. 

The occasion when Sittler saw 
Chandler actually broadcasting his 
material came a few days later, 
he testified, when he and Mrs. 
Sittler accompanied the defendant 
to the studio to make a record 
with him, Before they made the 
combined record, he said, Chan- 
dler excused himself and said he 
had to broadcast his regular com- 
mentary under the “nom de 
guerre” of “Paul Revere.” 

“We saw him reading a manu- 
script into a microphone and 
heard his voice while the broad- 
cast Me a being recorded,” Sittler 
testified. ~~ 

Oscar R. Ewing, special as- 
sistant attorney general, explained 
later that this was the first evi- 
dence showing that Chandler went 
from the “talking” stage to the 
“acting” stage in aiding the Ger- 
man war effort, 

United States District Judge 
Francis J. W. Ford warned the 
jury that in studying evidence of 
“overt acts” they must be careful 
in deciding whether such acts 
“actually aided and comforted the 
enemy and assisted Germany in 
its conduct of the war against the 
United States.”

Others in the 
audience included close friends, 
whom he delighted to call by their 
first names; former Secretary of 
State James’ F.. Byrnes, former 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Snyder, Atomic Commission 
Chairman David E, Lilienthal, the 
British Ambassador Lord Inver- 
chapel, Federal Reserve Chairman 
Marriner 8S. Eccles, Gen. Omar

Secretary Marshall related typi- 
cal instances of Baruch’s faith 
and effectiveness. One episode oc- 
curred when Marshall was deputy 
chief of staff before Pearl Har- 
bor. He did not know Baruch at 
the time, but in passing Mar- 
shall’s desk in the War Depart- 
ment, Baruch greeted him confi- 
dently, “We're going to lick this 
fellow Hitler.” 

Another was when Marshall had 
been deeply perplexed for several 
months because, while it was 
almost certain that we would be 
drawn into the war, Congress had 
given the Army enough funds for 
only 57 new airplanes a year. 

“Mr. Baruch’s help,” Marshall 
said, “was of tremendous value be- 
fore we got into the war. I told 
him our plight, and he arranged 
a dinner for me with then Senator 
Byrnes and some of his colleagues, 
It lasted from 7 p.m. until 2 a.m., 
and I was in the witness chair 
most of the time. He and Sena- 
tor Byrnes gave me their imme- 
diate, whole-hearted assistance. 
The appropriations were increased. 
This was a definite example of his 
wisdom and practical effective- 
ness, And today, when perplexed 
I continue to draw continuously 
on his reservoir of great wisdom.” 


Eisenhower’s Contribution. 

Gen. Eisenhower, Marshall's suc- 
cessor as chief of staff, related 
that during World War I, “the 
United States faced up to the 
stern necessity of integrating pro- 
duction forces with the armies in 
the field, so that by the end of 
the war we had achieved a re- 
markable degree of efficiency, For 
that we have to thank the genius, 
leadership and wisdom of one man 
—Bernard M. Baruch.” 

After that war, Eisenhower said, 
Baruch studied its lessons and set 
the “pattern of effort” that should 
be followed for true preparedness. 

“If those in high places had ap- 
plied that pattern,” he asserted, 
“billions of dollars would have 
been saved and unquestionably 
many lives.” 

Praise From Nimitz. 

Speaking for “the Navy uni- 
form,” Adm. Nimitz( in a light 
vein told of a letter he recently 
had received on how his depart- 
ment should be run. The sugges- 
tion was to “get a park bench 
cabinet of at least 20 Baruchs.” 
He observed wryly that he had not 
been able to find such individuals. 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, 
in a gray business suit, and pre- 
sumably speaking for the civilian 
branch of the Navy, said that 
Baruch’s prewar studies had given 
Secretary Patterson and himself 
a blueprint. During the war, he 
continued, Baruch was a “cata- 
lyst, of common sense and undi- 
luted patriotism” who enabled dif- 
ferent minds to agree on pro- 
grams. 

Secretary Patterson jocularly 
said that it seemed there were 
celebrations every day in honor 
of Baruch and that he had set 
aside two days a month for at- 
tending such ceremonies, .

ONE SHIPPING UNION 
DROPS STRIKE TREAT 


Contract Extended on West 
Coast— Four Other CIO 
Groups in Meetings. 


NEW YORK, June 14 (AP) — 
A. possible break in the maritime 
dispute involving five CIO unions, 
which have threatened a nation- 
wide strike Monday, developed to- 
day when one of the unions an- 
nounced it had ruled out any pres-

The Labor Department in 
Washington released a telegram 
sent to Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach by 8. F. Hogan, president 
of the Marine Engineers’ Bene- 
ficial Association. Hogan said he 
had told hig organization’s nego- 
tiating committees that an agree- 
ment to extend the union’s pres- 
ent -contract for one year had 
been reached on the Pacific Coast. 
Hogan said the union would ne- 
gotiate with the East and Gulf 
Coast operators in New York on 
Monday. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
had said that “in all likelihood” 
a walkout would occur when un- 
ion contracts expired Sunday mid- 
night. | 

Murray, promising the unions 
which represent 200,000 maritime 
workers, the “support of the CIO,” 
forecast the walkout in Washing- 
ton last night. 

William Margolis, assistant di- 
rector of the New York office of 
the Conciliation Service who has 
been assigned to the dispute, said 
early today that he was making 
every effort to bring negotiators 
for the companies and unions to- 
gether here immediately for con- 
tinuous sessions throughout the 
weekend.

France's @conomic structure !s 
imperiled to a dangerous degree. 
A total of 12 billion franes ($100,- 
800,000) in government bonds are 
due before July 1 and some 30 bil- 
lions ($252,000,000) in fresh money 
is needed immediately. 

Furthermore, France's railways, 
nationalized two years ago, will 
have to shoulder 10 billion francs 
in. salary increases just authorized 
to get rail workers back to work. 

France’s finance minister has 
worked out a financial plan to 
meet the emergency, but it is 
purely inflationary. Combined 
with so-called government econo- 
mies, it is that much the worse 
since whatever cuts are made, on 
paper, are promptly offset by new 
expenditures.

He would not ,comment 
when asked whether it was for 
use against human beings, air- 
craft or sea vessels. 

Snodgrass gave the only hint 
as to the nature of the weapon 
as he disclosed development of 
the weapon started after Ameri- 
can forces landed on Tarawa 
island in the Pacific and turned 
to a reporter and said: “You re- 
member there was heavy loss of 
life.” 

The newspaper men asked if 
the weapon had anything to do 
with the casualties or some mili- 
tary problem encountered on the 
island and Snodgrass replied: 

“Could be.” 

Existence of the weapon was 
disclosed when Prof. T. D. J. 
Leech of New Zealand was men- 
tioned in the birthday honors list 
of King George in London. 

Asked about reports referring to 
the weapon as an alternative to 
the atomic bomb, Snodgrass said 


‘only: “First reports are substan- 


tially true but perhaps they are 
exaggerated a little.” 

Snodgrass, who is chief engi- 
neer of the motion picture sound 
division of the Dayton Acme Co., 
a Cincinnati consultant engineer- 
ing firm, said he joined British 
and New Zealand scientists in 
development of the weapon while 
he was a civilian attached to the 
National Defense Research Coun- 
cil.

RAY OR RADIATION 
THEORY OFFERED

* ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 14 
(AP)—There is one clue in the re- 
ports of the secret British-Ameri- 
can weapon said to oltrival the 
atom bomb, as credited to Prof. 
T. D. J. Leech in New Zealand. 
That clue points to a ray or fra- 
diation of some sort. 

The sentence reads: “One means 
of application would have some 
similarity to one method of using 
the atomic bomb.” 

There are two methods of using 
ithe power of the atom; one in an 
| explosive bomb, the other in the 
radioactive rays, from common 
substances that are transmuted 
into temporary § radioactivity. 
| These would form a gas in the 
same sense as poison war gases. 
Most of the latter are not gases, 
but fine dusts or mists, The 
atomic poison gases would be the 
same, 

Their possibility was explained 
to President Roosevelt by scien- 
tists in 1939 and more recently 
‘Glenn Martin mentioned them as 
bombs that American military au- 
thorities are studying. Half a 
mile radius is the generally stated 
distance for such radioactivity to 
be effective in war. 

No new sources of death rays 
were reported during the war, but 
such rays were known to elec- 
trical theorists before the war. 


They were considered useless even 
as possibilities, 


. Short-wave radio rays were one. 
It was considered possible to make 
such a ray that would be effec- 
tive at four miles, not for killing 
that far away, but for crashing 
planes by interfering with the 
electrical portion of their engines. 

The difficulty was, for such a 
ray, the need of power equal to 
about 10 times that of Niagara 
Falls, and a reflector, perhaps of 
pure aluminum, 200 feet in di- 


centering the experimentation in

ameter. 

Close by, this sort of radiation 
was expected to be fatal. These 
engineering dreams were made be- 
fore the great advances in very 
short radio waves that came out 
of the war.

broken, they said. As a result, 
the flood at St. Joseph, where a 
new peak of 21 feet was antici- 
pated, probably will not exceed 
the 19-foot stage when the creat 
arrives tomorrow. 

More than 17,000 persons in the 
Iowa, Nebraska and Missouri flood 
areas have been evacuated and 
1,500,000 acres, much of it planted 
to corn, are still under water. The 
Engineer Corps estimated damage 
to towns and farmiands as of 
Tuesday at $26,520,000. Although 
the second floods are expected to 
equal or exceed the first, it was 
pointed q@ut that many of the 
areag affected will have already 
been covered by water. 

The House of Representatives 
has voted to appropriate $12,000,- 
000 in emergency aid to flood- 
ravaged districts and adequate 
funds for flood control and levee 
work were sought from the Civil 
Functions Appropriations Commit- 
tee of the House yesterday by 
United States Representative Wil- 
liam Cole of Missouri. 

Second Army. Air Force emer- 
gency aircraft were held in readi- 
ness at Scott Field, Chicago and 
Omaha bases as the new danger 
threatened. Three C-47 transports, 
carrying 13,500 pounds of supplies 
including cots, blankets, genera- 
tors and transformers were flown 
from Scitt Field yesterday to Ot- 
tumna, Ia., northwest of Keokuk, 
where the Des Moines river has 
again overflowed its banks. 

One of two Coast Guard cutters 
which have been operating in the 
Hannibal-Quincy area was dis- 
patched to St. Charles and the 
other to Keokuk for rescue work 


in the second floors. 

Little damage to buildings was 
reported in the immediate St. Louis 
area. Coal cars which supply the 
Union Electric Co. plant at Ca- 
hokia were switched from the Al- 
ton & Southern Railroad tracks 
on the west side of the plant toe 
the Gulf, Mobile & Ohio line at 
the northeast approach, when the 
water rose on the north, south and 
west sides of the building. . 

At Lever Brothers 0. soap 
manufacturing concern at 1114 
South Third street, where pumps 
have been used for a week to keep 
the basement free of water backed 
up in sewers, the entrance facing 
the levee was blocked with sand- 
bags. Arrangements were made to 
brick the basement windows of 
National Vinegar Co., 1225 Mer- 
chant street, in preparation for 
next week's rise. 

St. Louis County Farm Agent 
Paul M: Bernard estimated dam- 
age to crops caused by the pres- 
ent flood and the flood last April 
of the Missouri river at $1,500,000. 
Approximately 10,000 acres of 
bottom land. planted to wheat 
and garden vegetables in the 
Creve Coeur, Gumbo and Chester- 
field areas have been inundated, 
he said,

ANDERSON SAYS HE 
HAS NO POWER TO 
CUT MEAT PRICES 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., June 14 
(UP)—Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson was optimistic today 
that meat prices would drop soon. 
But he emphasized that he was 
powerless to step in to force a 
decrease. 

Here to address a fertilizer con- 
ference, Anderson told a reporter 
that in the absence of price con- 
trols no action was possible ex- 
cept by Congress. 

He made the statement in com- 
menting on an appeal by New 
York Mayor William O’Dwyer for 
measures to stop the rise in meat 
prices, 

“Business and government owe 
these people (consumers) the ob- 
ligation of proving to them that, 
under our free enterprise system, 
the people, under present condi- 
tions, should be able to buy meat 
without paying inflationary 
prices,” O’Dwyer said. 

Anderson commented. that, un- 
der the system of free enterprise 
and without price controls, profi- 
teering is possible “if somebody 
wants to step in” for such a pur- 
pose. He did not, however, direct- 
ly attribute the meat situation to

Dick Metz and Chick Harbert 
went into the final day's play in 
the driver's seat with their half- 
way 139s, but at the end the title 
might be hanging on a stroke for 
any one of i2—that’s right, 12 
players. 

As I see it, anybody who fin- 
ished yesterday’s second eight- 
eenth with 143 or under might 
spill the applecart. 

There is one thing in favor of 
Metz and Harbert—they can be 
awfully tough on a course like 
this one—narrow and tricky. 

I recall that Metz led in the 
1938 open at Cherry Hills, Denver, 
Colo., until the final round, when 
he was edged out by Ralph Gul 
dahl. This time he may not have 
a bad round and that could give 
him the championship. Metz isn't 


noted as a putter, but he’s straight 


as a string on his long game and 
that seems to be the ticket here. 

Narrow Course Harbert’s Dish. 

Then, I also vividly remember 
when Harbert tore apart the 
Beaumont, Tex., Open before the 
war. That is perhaps the narrow- 
est course in the country, seeming- 
ly hacked out of a pine forest, but 
Chick ate it up. And this St. Louis 
course is the same dish. 

This show could go to anybody 
who is steady and straight through 
the last 36 holes. You have Lew 
Worsham, Jim Ferrier, Amateur 
Bud Ward, Henry Ransom, Johnny 
Palmer, Bob Locke, Harry Todd 
and Sam Snead all bunched with- 
in three strokes of the leaders, 

So the player who can toss in a 
very hot round will be the man 
to beat. 

But it will be quite a trick to 


a standpoint of physical condition 
and stamina. 


However, there’s more to the 
wind-up of the Open than being 
in shape. It’s a double dose of 
white-heat competition that tears 
away at a player’s nerves. Every 
front runner dreads making one 
stumble and the more he strives 
to be perfect the more he tightens 
up. 

Sixes and Sevens for All. 


I think the most unusual de- 
velopment to date is the fact that 
6s, 7s and 8s have been the rule 
rather than the exception on holes 
that ordinarily might seem to be 
average competition outside of 
championship play. 

There was Todd taking an ejght, 
Frank Stranahan a seven and 
Ransom a six—all in the same 
three-some on the par 5 thirteenth 
hole.

The 
prime reason is that 
the presence of a 
chute suggests the 
possibility of a bail- 
out. Confronted by 
a chute, the would- 
be air traveler 
would begin study- 
ing up on: his train 
and bus échedules, 
or decide to walk— 
at least the airline 
people think so. 

The airlines know enough about the difficulties 
ef hitting the silk to know that the average air 
traveler wouldn't know how to use a chute in an 
emergency. | 

A chute is perhaps the world’s most uncomfort- 
able garment, and a difficult apparatus to oper- 
ate. Added to this is the difficulty of: getting 
out of a passenger plane's door in a hurry. Be- 
sides, few novices would be able to land without 
cracking bones, even if everything else went well.

' IF CHUTES were made mandatory, several air- 
lines might conceivably go bust. Hardly more 
than one or two of the major lines made any 
money last year, though business was brisk. 
Chutes are expensive and additional personnel 
would have to be hired to instruct each pas- 
senger before he or she boarded a plane. 

Whether any lives would be saved is dubious, 
Tt is true that thousands of United States airmen 
are alive today because of the invention and use 
ef the parachute. But most of these were care- 
fully trained in the best method of using them, 
and were involved in aeronautical difficulties 
that had no true relation to the average com- 
mercial plane accident,

production. The more goods we 
produce, the more the prices will 
come down. Labor is both a pro- 
ducer and a consumer, and it is 
of paramount importance that all 
over the world’ people get to work, 
produce jobs, produce goods, and 
begin to fill the needs of the peo- 
ple. This bil]. will not help .to 
achieve this essential factor in 
our return to a normal situation 
under our present free-enterprise 
system. a

N preparing strawberry or 
| similar fruit juices to be canned 

later on, the aim should be to 
conserve containers and storage 
space, and retain maximum flavor 
in the juice, When there is ade- 
quate rainfall, the high water 
content of berries calls for little 
water to be added to sliced ber- 
ries when put to cook, Slow cook- 
ing in a covered pan draws out 
juice without danger of scorching 
and excessive evaporation of the 
volatile berry fragrance. This pro- 
duces concentrated juice requiring 
fewer containers, less storage 
space than dilute juice and it can 
be used to make high flavored 
jellies and desserts. Dilute juice 
has more limited use, 
Canning and Freezing Fruit Juice. 

Kinds of fruit: Blackberry, 
boysenberry,, loganberry, rasp- 
berry (red and black), youngberry. 
Should be well-ripened and freshly 
gathered. Sort, wash, stem or hull. 
Crush gently. 

Juice to be used for jelly mak- 
ing should have one-fourth cup 
water added for each quart of 
fruit. If juice is for beverage use, 
add one-half cup water for each 
quart fruit, Heat at 175 degrees 
fahrenhite until berries swim in 
juice: Strain; press bag for bev- 
erage use only. Adding sugar not 
necessary, If desired, one cup 
sugar to one gallon juice. Juice 
for freezing should be chilled and 
poured into moisture-vapor-resis- 
tant containers. Seal and freeze 
at once. 

To can fruit juices: Reheat 
juices immediately after extrac- 
tion to 170 degrees F. and 
pour into hot jars to within one- 
eighth inch of the top. (If a ther- 
mometer is not available, adjust 
temperature so juice will be no 
more than barely simmering.) 
Seal jars appropriately for the 
kind of lid used and process for 
five minutes in the boiling water 
bath. After processing, complete 
the seal if necessary and cool. 
Cool the jars quickly after proc- 
essing by placing jars (except 
those sealed with a metal vacuum- 
seal lid) into a large container 
filled with water about 120 degrees 
F, (just too hot to hold the hand 
in comfortably.) The jars should 
be completely covered with the 
water. This will cool jars quickly 
to 120 degrees F. Later cool water 
can -be run slowly into the con- 
tainer or added from time to time 
until jars are cold. D6 not allow 
the cool water to strike hot jar.

HE North-South bidding in to- 
T aay's deal went wrong in both 
respects: the level of the con- 
tract and the suit chosen for 
trumps.

West opened the club jack. De 
clarer avoided immediate defeat 
by putting up the club ace, but 
when he then cashed the king 
and queen of trumps, it was re- 
vealed that a trump trick would 
have to be given to West. De 
clarer went ahead and cashed the 
trump. ace, then unblocked the 
ace-king of hearts and led a 
spade to dummy. One club went 
off on the heart queen, but when 
South then tried to run spades so 
as to discard his other club, West 
ruffed in and promptly led a club 
to his partner’s king. Down onel 

This was a sorry outcome come 
pared with the score North-South 
should have rolled up! A seven 
spade contract, played by North, 
would have been undefeatabie! 
Moreover, in view of South’s tm- 
mediate raise to three spades and 
his following jump from four 
diamonds to six diamonds (which 
unquestionably was a bad bid). | 
North should have felt extreme- | 
ly sanguine about his chances for 
a grand slam at spades. It was 
barely conceivable that South 
would turn up with the ace-king 
of hearts, the ace of diamonds 
and the king-queen of clubs, with 
only four spades to the ten, but 
in this remote case North still 
would have a 50 per cent chance 
for seven spadgs via a finesse 
for the missing king. 

Thus, the guilt was about even- 
ly divided—5O per cent to South 
for his unjustified jump to six 
diamonds, and 50 per cent toe 
North for failing to take that 
bid out to six or seven 6 es,
